Detective Comics, Spectre, Batman: Leg¬ 
ends of The Dark Knight, Mister Miracle, Rune, Batman, 
and Catwoman, Moench""s graphic novels and collections 
include Six from Sirius, More Than Human, Legends of the 
Dark Knight: Prey, Sandkings, Batman Dracula: Red 
Rain, Batman: Dark Joker — The Wild, Batman: Blood- 
storm.

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Bom in 1948^ Moench lived in Chicago until the age of 
twenty-five, when he moved to Manhattan for two years, 
He has also lived briefly in Scotland and Los Angeles * He 
and his wife, Debra, have resided in Bucks County, Penn¬ 
sylvania, since 1975* They have one son, Derek, and a 
golden retriever named Rusty*

mask and call herself Batgirl. With the threat of Mr. Freeze^ Poison 
Ivy, and Bane behind them, Borboro Is now having second-thoughts 
about her new life as the third wheel of the Batman and Robin 
crime-fighting team.
